form since the conclusic^ of the testimony 
and arguments before tlieni, and each has 
given sound advioe to caiiitnl and labor. 
Bishop SpAi.uiNci c'oiitiiied his tluMiie iiiainiy 
to capital and Mr. C'lakk to labor, and in what 
he said upon that branch of the controversy 
he has shown himself not only a close and 
clear observer, but a gentleman with no slight 
pretensions to the claim of orator — ^as an 
orator should l)e. 

His \V(ird< on hiwlossness, unh;ij)j>ily too 
often resorted tt>, i>iight to be road in the 
assembly room of every Union labor organi- 
zation in the country. While in each one of 
them the Mends of law and of order are in 
the large majority, there is, nevertheless, men 
who are ])rofessional <listurbers and ajritators. 
Mr. Cr.vKK jiiit rhe whole case most forcil)lv 
when he said that "if organized labor eannot 



work out its salvation without resort to un- 
lawful acts, its existence cannot be defondtid." 
And he urged, in the very strongest manner, 
the weeding out from labor oiganiiations of 
the men who are impatient of leetraint of 
law, and who would seek to aooomplish their 
own aims and ends at the expense of their 
organizations if necessary. 

\\'hile Mr. ('i..m:k did not so state, it is 
evident from what he did say that whatever 
of criticism or of condemnation will be metei 
out to the Uniied Mineworkers' organization 
by the Commission will l>e s(»lely Itecause of 
the many and the undoubted acts of violence 
eonnnitte<l l>y the miners during the recent 
strike, and it will not avail the organixatiiui 
that the acts committed were by a turbulent 
lot of men from turbulent races of Europe, 
not understanding the wide distinction be- 
tween lil>erty and license, having neither the 
one nor the other in their native countries. 
The address of Mr. Clakk cannot fail to be 
of great benefit, and to none could it be of 
greater than to the arbitrary coal magnates 
thenjselves, if they would but read and protit 
by it.
